He  is  a  member  of  the 
Seminary’s  Chancellor’s  Council,  the  honor 
society  of  Seminary  contributors.  He 
established  a  scholarship  at  the  Cantors  In¬ 
stitute  in  memory  of  his  father,  Irving 
Sabsevitz,  and  has  participated  in  the  moder¬ 
nization  of  its  facilities.  For  his  outstanding 
service  to  the  Jewish  community,  he  received 
the  Seminary’s  Louis  Marshall  Memorial 
Medal  in  1980. 

Mr.  Sabin  is  a  Founder  of  Mt.  Sinai 
Medical  Center  of  Greater  Miami  and  serves 
on  the  Advisory  Board  of  the  Stanley  H.  and 
Rita  Kaplan  Cancer  Center  of  NYU  Medical 
Center.  A  life  member  and  member  of  the 
board  of  HIAS,  he  also  serves  on  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  NYANA.  In  addition,  he  is  a 
Founder  of  the  Ben  Gurion  University  of  the 
Negev  in  Beersheba,  Israel,  as  well  as  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee  of  American  Associates  of 
Ben  Gurion  University. 

He  served  on  the  Board  of  the  Lenox 
School  and  is  a  Vice  President  of  the 
Brooklyn  Philharmonic  Symphony  Orchestra 
and  a  member  and  formerly  Treasurer  and  a 
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May  Musings 

“For  lo  the  winter  is  past.  The  voice  of 
the  turtle  is  heard  in  the  land.  .  The 
Song  of  Songs  sets  the  tone  for  the  ever- 
miraculous  rebirth  of  nature  which  comes 
each  year.  The  winds  and  rains  of  the  cold 
winter  become  memories  as  the  green  grass 
and  flowers  push  their  way  to  the  surface  of 
the  earth  and  make  the  world  a  place  of 
hope  and  new  life  once  more. 

For  us  Jews  May  brings  two  important 
holidays,  Yom  Ha-Atzmaut,  Israel  In¬ 
dependence  Day,  marking  the  thirty-sixth 
anniversary  of  the  emergence  of  the  Jewish 
State  and  Lag  B’Omer,  the  33rd  day  of  the 
counting  of  the  Omer  period  between 
Passover  and  Shavuot.  Both  holidays  can 
be  commemorated  in  a  number  of  ways. 

Israel’s  Independence  Day  and  its  history 
since  that  fateful  day  can  be  seen  as  the 
sheer  victory  of  the  few  against  the  many, 
the  weak  against  the  mighty.  Israel’s  history 
these  past  thirty-six  years  has  been  a  series 
of  confrontations,  both  military  and 
political,  which  have  tested  the  future  of  its 
citizens  each  day.  Similarly,  Lag  B’Omer 
marks  the  victory  of  the  army  of  Bar 
Kochba  against  the  might  of  Rome.  Yet 
both  these  events  have  in  common 
something  quite  different.  We  see  the  State 
of  Israel  as  a  miraculous  achievement  of  the 
spirit  of  Israel,  and  Lag  B’Omer  is  known 
as  the  Scholars’  Holiday. 

For  the  Jewish  People  their  existence  is 
not  sufficient.  It  must  be  an  existence  for  a 
purpose.  That  purpose  is  the  perpetuation 
of  those  great  ideals  and  values  which  form 
the  basis  and  foundation  of  our  faith.  The 
quest  for  knowledge,  the  passion  for  social 
justice,  the  striving  after  a  higher  moral 
order,  the  emphasis  on  the  ethical  life,  all 
these  and  more  are  woven  into  the  fabric  of 
Judaism  and  constitute  the  reason  for  our 
being.  To  be  in  Israel  today,  to  be  aware  of 
all  the  seemingly  insurmountable  dif¬ 
ficulties  it  faces,  and  yet  to  see  what  it  has 
accomplished  and  continues  to  accomplish

Mr.  Sabin  and  his  wife,  Lite,  have  a 
daughter,  Vivien  Jill. 

Dr.  Charlotte  D.  Yudell 
Dr.  Yudell  long  has  been  a  member  of 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  and  a  supporter  of 
the  Seminary.  Her  late  husband,  Dr.  Alex¬ 
ander  Richman,  a  Vice  President  of  the 
Synagogue  and  the  chairman  of  the  Ritual 
Committee,  was  honored  by  the  Synagogue 
and  the  Seminary.  He  also  received  a 
testimonial  from  Mt.  Sinai  Hospital,  where  he 
served  as  a  distinguished  member  of  the  facul¬ 
ty. 

Dr.  Yudell,  her  husband  and  two  of  their 
daughters,  Myra  and  Beverly,  were  graduated 
from  New  York  Medical  College.  The 
Charlotte  D.  Yudell  Award  was  established 
last  year  at  the  college  by  Myra,  Beverly  and 
their  sisters  Janice,  a  research  scientist  at 
Roswell  Park  Memorial  Institute  and  at 
SUNY  in  Buffalo,  and  Lesley,  a  practicing  at¬ 
torney  in  Houston,  Texas.  The  award  is  to  be 
given  annually  to  a  woman  of  the  graduating 
class  “who  best  exemplifies  Dr.  Yudell’s  high 
standards  of  patient  care,  her  pioneering  spirit 
and  her  social  awareness”. 

Dr.  Yudell  states  that  “Judaism  is  a  fami¬ 
ly  affair”,  referring  to  the  many  leadership 
roles  she  and  the  family  have  undertaken  in 
Jewish  congregational  and  communal  life. 
Myra,  Janice  and  Lesley  serve  on  the 
boards  of  their  local  synagogues.  When 
Beverly,  her  second  oldest  daughter,  elected 
to  be  a  Bat  Mitzvah  in  March  of  this  year, 
Dr.  Yudell  notes  that  three  generations  of 
her  family  were  present  on  the  bimah.  Her 
four  daughters  were  married  at  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue. 

Dr.  Richman,  a  Hebrew  scholar,  attend¬ 


ed  the  Seminary’s  Teacher’s  Institute  and 
was  able  to  pay  his  tuition  to  medical  school 
by  teaching  Hebrew.  When  Lesley,  the 
youngest  in  the  family,  was  to  be  Bat  Mitz¬ 
vah,  Dr.  Yudell  also  studied  Hebrew;  and 
three  of  her  daughters  took  their  Regents  in 
Hebrew.  Myra  was  accepted  at  Vassar  of¬ 
fering  Hebrew  as  her  modern  language. 
This  was  very  unusual  at  that  time. 

The  family  has  been  closely  associated 
with  the  Seminary’s  Ramah  Camps;  Myra 
serving  for  a  time  on  the  New  England 
Ramah  Commission.  When  Dr.  Yudell  was  a 
resident  in  psychiatry,  Camp  Ramah 
organized  a  kindergarten  group  so  that  5 
year  old  Lesley  could  take  part  in  its  pro¬ 
gram.  “Ramah  has  always  been  right  for 
us”,  Dr.  Yudell  states,  “because  of  the 
camp’s  philosophy  of  integrating  recrea¬ 
tional  activities  with  Hebrew  study  and  in¬ 
tensive  Jewish  experience.  All  her  daughters 
and  her  grandchildren,  old  enough  to  do  so, 
attended  Ramah  Camps. 

Despite  family  and  professional  involve¬ 
ment,  Dr.  Yudell  points  out  proudly, 
“Everything  Jewish  has  been  close  to  our 
hearts  —  always.  You  can  bring  up  a  fami¬ 
ly,  have  a  profession  and  participated 
devotedly  in  Jewish  life.  You  just  have  to 
work  harder.  It’s  not  only  possible;  it’s 
done!” 

Dr.  Yudell,  a  lifetime  member  of 
Hadassah,  has  participated  in  many  Jewish 
communal  activities.  Her  devotion  to 
Judaism  has  carried  into  her  work  with  pa¬ 
tients.  She  has  helped  many  to  become  af¬ 
filiated  with  congregational  life,  including 
Holocaust  victims  whom  she  has  treated. 


The  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of 
America  trains  rabbis,  cantors  and  teachers 
for  the  Conservative  community  in  the 
United  States.  Rabbi  Nadich  and  Rabbi 
Wechsler  are  graduates  of  the  Seminary,  as 
is  Cantor  Lefkowitz.
